DESIGNS; TO SPECIFY THAT ONE OF THE DESIGNS SHALL BE THE

NEW DESIGN; TO REQUIRE THE ELECTION TO BE ADMINISTERED
BY MEANS OF BALLOTS CONTAINING A COLOR PICTURE OR

OFFICIAL STATE FLAG; TO REQUIRE THE SECRETARY OF STATE
TO PROVIDE SUCH BALLOTSTO THE ELECTION COMMISSIONERS
OF EACH COUNTY; TO MAKE, ASA CONDITION OF THE
SELECTION OF THE PROPOSED NEW DESIGN, A PROHIBITION
AGAINST THE ALTERATION OF CERTAIN HISTORICAL
MONUMENTS AND MEMORIALS; TO REQUIRE THAT ANY
INDIVIDUAL OR POLITICAL COMMITTEE MAKING CERTAIN
CONTRIBUTIONS OR EXPENDITURES IN SUPPORT OF A CERTAIN
FLAG DESIGN MUST FILE CERTAIN REPORTS DISCLOSING THOSE
CONTRIBUTIONS AND EXPENDITURES; TO AMEND SECTIONS 23-
15-351, 23-15-355 AND 23-15-805, MISSISSIPPI CODE OF 1972, IN
CONFORMITY THERETO; AND FOR RELATED PURPOSES.
